power engine, or from a secondary battery 
of 120 cells giving ten-horse power of 
current for ten hours. Two No. 10 Edison 
dynamos are used.

arranged that whether one or all the lamps 
are ia use the power is just sufficient. 
Next to the dynamo and battery, which is 


was attended seven io a building connected with the barn, is 


the boiler room, which also contains a fan 
driven by a Sprague electric motor and 
used to send cool air into the house when- 
ever the thermostats placed throughout 
the rooms indicate by ringing a- bell that 
tbe temperature has risen above 70C. The 
air from the blower is sent through a con- 
duit in which pass the pipes which carry 
water from the wells to tbe house. 
This 


water is always cold and sends the tem- 
perature of the air down to 65°. In win-[ 
ter the air passes over steam coils to be| 
heated. The temperature of the house is 
not allowed to vary much from 70°, winter 
or summer. 


Adjoining the dynamo room is the 


pump room, fitted up with compressed air- 
pumps, run by Sprague motors so arrang- 
ed that they start and stop automatically, 
according to the height of water In the 
house'tanks. 
Every apparatus in the 


building; Is fitted up with self-registering 
instruments, which show upon a switch- 
board in the house the exact work done 
by eaqh, the amount of current used upon 
thfe different circuits, the steam-power 
work,!dynamo work, battery work, etc. 
The rfaechanical work is done with the 
neatness and thoroughnesss of a regular 
Edison station. 
Unless there is an ex- 


ceptio|nal use of the lights for several con- 
secutive days, it is not necessary to run 
the ecgine and dynamos more than every 
third day, the storage batteries giving out 
sufficient current the rest of tbe time.
